The  year  1940  marks  the  semi-centennial  year  of  Henderson,  beginning  in 
1890  with  110  students,  a  minimum  of  teaching  facilities,  and  limited  financial  re- 
sources. "The  School  With  a  Heart,"  as  Henderson  has  been  called,  has  experi- 
enced periods  of  hardships  and  the  undermining  work  of  its  enemies;  yet  it  remains 
as  a  first-class  college  for  teachers,  continuing  to  serve  Arkansas  in  the  field  of 
teacher  training.  The  school  has  been  a  teacher's  college  for  only  the  past  decade. 
But  let  us  look  back  over  Henderson's  past,  over  its  early  years  as  a  struggling  de- 
nominational school,  its  post-war  zenith  of  power  as  a  Christian  institution,  and 
finally  its  decade  of  service  as  a  teacher's  college. 

As  early  as  1886  the  citizens  of  Arkadelphia  sensed  the  need  of  a  co-educa- 
tional college  in  their  city.  This  matter  was  carried  before  the  Little  Rock  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Church  and  was  accepted  but  was  not  ratified  until  1889. 
About  the  time  the  building  was  to  be  erected,  the  Methodists  decided  to  move 
Hendrix  College  from  Altus,  Arkansas,  to  another  location.  Immediately  Arka- 
delphia entered  the  struggle  to  bring  the  school  to  this  city.  However,  it  was  decid- 
ed to  move  Hendrix  to  Conway;  and  Arkadelphia  returned  to  its  old  plan.  As  a 
result,  in  September,  1890,  Arkadelphia  Methodist  College  opened  with  110  students. 

The  first  ten  years  of  the  school's  existence  were  years  of  difficulty.  During 
these  years  the  college  faced  financial  difficulties  and  its  lack  of  endowment  forced 


it  to  call  repeatedly  on  its  friends  for  financial  aid.     In  general  the  gay  nineties 
proved  a  trying  era  for  the  Arkadelphia  Methodist  College. 

During  the  next  twenty  years  the  school  experienced  many  changes.  In  the 
early  1900's  the  enrollment  began  to  increase  rapidly  and  the  school  took  its  place 
as  one  of  the  leading  institutions  of  Arkansas.  In  1904  the  name  of  the  school  was 
changed  to  Henderson,  in  honor  of  Captain  C.  C.  Henderson,  who  had  helped  the 
school  through  a  financial  crisis.  In  1911  the  name  was  again  changed,  this  time 
to  Henderson-Brown,  in  honor  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Brown,  also  a  friend  of  the  college. 
In  February,  1914,  the  administration  building  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Through 
the  financial  assistance  of  friends  of  Henderson,  work  on  the  new  building  was 
soon  begun.  In  only  a  few  months,  despite  financial  difficulties,  the  Administra- 
tion Building,  which  now  stands  on  the  campus,  was  completed. 

In  the  post-war  period  Henderson  reached  its  zenith  as  a  church  school.  By 
this  time  the  name  Reddie  was  well-known  by  all  football  fans  throughout  the 
state;  for  it  was  during  the  1920's  that  "Smiling  Jimmy"  Haygood  and  Bo  Row- 
land produced  teams  never  before  equaled  by  any  college  in  the  state. 

During  this  time  the  Methodists  of  the  state  were  supporting  three  colleges: 
Henderson-Brown,  Hendrix,  and  Galloway.  In  October,  1928,  the  executive  board 
of  the  three  colleges,  acting  upon  the  report  of  the  inspector  of  the  North  Central 
Association,  met  in  Little  Rock  and  voted  to  consolidate  Henderson-Brown  and  Hen- 
drix; and,  on  November  15,  1928,  the  two  schools  were  merged.  It  was  decided  to 
locate  the  consolidated  school  at  Conway.  Upon  the  request  of  the  citizens  of  Arka- 
delphia, the  property  was  deeded  back  to  the  city.  The  city  of  Arkadelphia  then 
offered  the  plant  to  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  establish  a  teachers  college.  This  offer 
was  accepted  by  the  legislature  and  in  1929  Henderson  State  Teachers  College  was 
opened. 

Since  1929  the  school  plant  has  grown  from  four  to  seventeen  buildings  lo- 
cated on  a  beautiful  campus  of  more  than  fifty  acres.  The  enrollment  has  increased 
from  two  hundred  to  approximately  one  thousand  students  including  summer 
school.  In  1931  the  schcool  was  admitted  to  the  American  Association  of  Teachers 
Colleges,  and  in  1934  to  the  North  Central  Association. 

Thus  Henderson's  first  fifty  years  have  been  an  era  of  advancement.  The 
school  has  developed  from  a  relatively  insignificant  little  college  of  1890  to  a  leading 
teachers  college  of  1940  whose  influence  is  felt  in  every  section  or  the  state.  What 
the  next  fifty  years  will  bring  can  only  be  known  in  Henderson's  centennial  year, 
but  we  venture  to  predict  that  the  Henderson  of  1990  will  overshadow  all  other  col- 
leges of  the  state  in  enrollment,  student  records,  and  influence  on  Arkansas  edu- 
cation.

Climax  of  the  semi-centennial  celebration  at  Henderson  was  the  visit  of  Paul 
V.  McNutt,  Social  Security  Administrator,  former  High  Commissioner  to  the 
Philippines,  and  prominent  aspirant  for  the  1940  Democratic  nomination  for  Presi- 
dent. The  presence  of  the  handsome,  silver-haired  Mr.  McNutt  was  the  greatest 
honor  ever  experienced  by  Henderson  in  all  of  its  fifty  years  of  history. 


Before  going  to  the  crowded  Haygood  Gymnasium  to  speak  to  students  and 
Arkadelphia  citizens,  Mr.  McNutt  dined  with  the  students  in  the  college  dining 
hall  and  later  met  and  talked  with  friends  of  Henderson  at  the  home  of  President 
Day.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  SEASON 

— By  Jim  Green,  Henderson  Star  Sports  Editor 

The  season  of  1939  is  really  a  tale  of  achievement.  At  the  start,  the  Reddies  won 
their  opening  game  from  Hendrix  College,  but  for  three  weeks  following  they  came  out  on 
the  tail-end  of  the  score.  Then  the  wind  changed  its  direction,  and  the  H.  S.  T.  C.  lads 
knocked  down  the  highest-rated  grid  machine  in  Arkansas,  the  Arkansas  State  Teachers 
College  Bears.  A  tie  with  Hendrix  in  a  second  game  between  the  two  teams  was  the  follow- 
ing week-end's  result.  East  Texas  Teachers  College,  champs  of  the  "Lone  Star"  State,  were 
next  for  Coach  Murphy's  gridmen,  and  the  Reddies  went  down  by  a  rather  high  score.  Vic- 
tories over  Northeast  Oklahoma  Junior  College  and  Ouachita  College  climaxed  the  season, 
and  the  Reddies  were  ready  to  sit  back,  prop  up  their  feet,  and  wait  for  the  1940  season  to 
roll  around. 

Three  victories,  one  tie,  and  one  defeat  in  state  competition;  is  that  bad  for  a  team 
with  a  brand-new  coaching  staff,  a  team  made  up  of  practically  all  freshmen  and  sopho- 
mores a  team  which  is  just  reborn  after  being  in  the  gutter  for  almost  a  half-dozen  years? 
While  the  season  may  not  be  termed  a  100  percent  success  by  the  general  public,  it  surely 
cannot  be  termed  a  failure. 

No  one  on  the  Reddie  squad  made  the  all-state  team.  Everyone  played  for  his  team, 
not  himself.  As  a  result,  the  only  state  loss  was  to  Arkansas  Tech,  1939  champions  of  Ar- 
kansas, undefeated  by  any  other  team.  Tabulations  within  the  Arkansas  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Association  placed  Henderson  in  a  tie  for  the  conference  championship  with  Tech.

Governor  Bailey  attended  the  opening  game  and  saw  the  Reddies  begin  their  season 
with  a  "bang.','  A  special  train  brought  many  Hendrix  fans  and,  the  Warrior  band.  It  was 
a  pretty  show  in  the  f.rst  half,  but  a  shower  began  and  a  heavy  downpour  fell  throughout 
the  last  period.

On  this  bright  October  afternoon,  Henderson  defeated 
Arkansas  State  Teachers  College  of  Conway  in  the  most  thrill-packed,  breath-taking,  history- 
making  game  of  the   1939  season.     The  score  was  7-0. 

The  Arkansas  Gazette  and  Democrat  sports  editors  had  gone  to  Philadelphia  with 
the  U.  of  A.,  just  to  "see  some  football."  Tilden  could  have  gone  to  a  "delphia"  only  75 
miles  away  if  football  was  what  they  wanted  to  SEE.

The  200  spectators  who  braved  the  rain  and  attended  this  game  were  amply  rewarded 
for  their  discomforts,  and  perhaps  forgot  them  as  they  watched  the  Reddies,  again  rampant, 
defeat  the  best  junior  college  team  in  Oklahoma,  20-0.  It  was  a  smashing,  convincing  vic- 
tory, and  it  was  clear  that  the  future  state  champions  are  the  Reddies.  It's  a  tough  job  to 
pick  the  Reddie  stars  for  this  game — all  of  them,  but  it's  a  cinch  that  Hardke,  Aubrey, 
Kizzia  and  James  chopped  the  Oklahoma  line  to  pieces  and  that  Peek,  Bunce  and  Parker 
drew  circles  around  the  Norsemen  ends.  Several  of  the  Oklahoma  boys  showed  fine  talent, 
and  one  or  two  entered  Henderson  at  Mid-term  upon  graduating  from  the  junior  college.

As  in  football,  the  Reddies  began  to  loom  as  a  strong  threat  only  when  the  season 
was  nearly  over.  It  was  in  the  latter  part  of  the  season  that  the  Henderson  quintet  began 
defeating  the  favorites  that  had  won  in  earlier  matches.  Two  victories  over  Ouachita  in  the 
Tigers'  own  gymnasium  was  one  factor  that  encouraged  the  Reddies  as  they  entered  the 
State  A.  A.  U.  meet  at  Conway. 


Henderson  was  the  Surprise  Team  No.  1  in  the  tournament.  Advancing  on  a  bye 
when  an  independent  team  failed  to  appear,  the  Reddies  met  and  defeated  the  Hendrix  War- 
riors, 42-21,  a  team  which  had  won  both  its  regular  season  games  from  Henderson.  In  the 
semi-final  round,  it  took  an  extra  period  for  Arkansas  State  Teachers  College  to  nose  out 
the  Reddies  38-36.  Henderson  had  held  a  lead  from  the  opening  whistle,  but  a  Bear  goal 
in  the  closing  minute  tied  the  score,  making  an  extra  period  necessary.  The  Bears  won  the 
finals  also,  defeating  Arkansas  College  of  Batesville  by  a  good-sized  margin.
